Dieromacr.—The Geneva arbitra- 
tion conference, a sort of appelate court

And 
yet we find these international arbitra- 
tors at Geneva, instead of endeavoring 
to settle the disputes between Amer- 
ica and Britain upon broad” principles 
of equity, pettifogging the casa after 
the manner of police court shysters, 


and subterfuges of unscrupulous at- 
térneys in petty county court casts, to 
win unfair advantages over cach ather. 
Diplomacy used to pride itself upon 
its dignity, and treaty laws were held 
more sered than any other human 
enactments, but allthis is now changed, 
and diplomacy in the settlement of in- 
ternational difficulties is conducted 
upon principles of similar moral obli 

gation to those which govern the trans- 
actions of harse-swap pers.

He said he had thus briefly given 
his reasons why he was opposed to a 
State government and in favor of an 
adjournment sine die, aud would not 
attempt finther to discuss the ques- 
tion. 

Col. Akera said he also had been 
elected without being consulted, but 
further than that he could not say an 
thing in favor of the resolution. He 
did not propose ta make a lengthy 
speech, but he thought Judge llay- 
don’s position should be met by a show

On Bondar morolas we left Ogden, 
reaching Rock creck carly the follow- 
ing day, and there finding the train 
that had lefe the Saturday before, 
The first day prssed pleasantly enough. 
Thad plenty of provisions and a demi- 
jolm full of finc, cold tea; but thero 
were others not so fortunate and of 
courso divided, the  consequencs 
being that at night fall nothing was 
left, and the conductor issued the first 
rations to ns consisting of crackers, 
cheese, sardines and dned boef. Now 
this 13 excellent once in a while but 
when you think that it has been our 
only food three times a day for seven 
days why, 1t becomes a little monoton- 
ous. 

A construction train waa some dist- 
ance ahead of us with about fifty men 
on beard; they wére excoedingly in- 
dependent, working when and how and 
as long as they pleased, they “put ia 
time” better than any body of men I 
ever met with; consequently iè took 
us six days to make Lookout a dist- 
ance of seventeen miles. In the pas- 
senger train in front of us are a num- 

ar of Salt Lakers among whom are 
Messră Page, Munday and Auerbach, 
acd a number of Japanese, Yesterday 
morning the passengers of both trains, 
becoming heartily disgusted with the 
dilatory proceedings, under tho leader- 
ship of Col. Church, of Montana, 
telegraphed to the superintendent for 
permission to take the shovels from 
the workmen ag no work was boing 
dýue: thig was signed ‘by forty-sovan 
gentlemen.

ago,

DISTRICT ATTORNEY BATES, 

A. press dispatch comes from Salt 
Lake city to the effect that the grand 
jury has presented a document tojudge 
McKean’s court, making 
charges against United States district 
attorney George C. Bates, now on his 
way to, Washington, in connection 
with the Robinson murder case, and 
having recently retuned from that 
city, allow me to state the facts in the 
case, 

It has already been published, that 

. Bates was ordered to Washington 
by the attorney general of the United 
States. This he announced in open 
court reoéntly, aswell as the fact that 
the Territorial officers are not only 
without funds ta continue the pending 
prosecutions, but are in debt on prev- 
10us account, dnd; dn his. motion, the 
trial of Brigham Young for tho mur- 
der of Yates was contmued to the 
March term Heappomted as deputy 
district attorney in his absenog, James 
D, High, a reputable legal gentleman 
of Chicago, temporanly residing at 
Salt Lake city, leaving the grand jury 
in lis charge, for the continuance of 
business, but advising an adjournment 
until the March term, as no criminal 
business can be tried or adyanoed :b 
the court until congréss shall make’ 
appropriation to defray the expenses 
ot the proceedings. 

Now, it appears from the above 
quoted dispatch that the present grand 
jury, a relic of the past judicial man- 
agement of the Territory, which. has 
been ın session since Saptember last 
has not only determmed to proceed 
with business, virtudusly ignoring all 
pecuniary considerations, but has had 
the very bad taste of charging district 
attorney Bates, in his absence, with un- 
professional conduct, and with an at- 
tempt to delay the course of justice. 
No one who has witnessed the ‘energy 
of judge Bates in pushing forward tho 
criminal trials, will place any relianca 
upon tho charges brought against hım 
by the grand jury during his absence, 

one ot these cases can be d until 
the district attorney returns from Wash- 
ington, and the animus of the attacks 
upon this officer 1s ovident to every one 
conversant with Utah affairs. Judge 
Bates has evinced a disposition to hold 
the scales of justice evenly between the 
United States and parties accused of 
crime in Utah , buf this determination 
dees not please the political ring which 
has managed affairs in the Territory for 
s0 long a penod that it seams toregard 
itself as vested with all the powers of 
the government Its acts of extreme 
pai gnehi p Me goiargi b a large 
majority of the'buriness people of Salt 
Inke City, outside of the Mormon 
church,asa crusade against Mormonism, 
rather than legitimate efforts for the 
impartial administration of justice, 
Mr!

argued on the 9th inst. involving tke 
validity of the panel of both the grand 
and petit juries nowin session.

Gas Works.—Tho argumentagainst 
granting an exolusive franchise to a 
private incorporation to lay down gas 
pipes in a city, upon the ground that 
such a franchise usually becomes a 
grinding monopoly, is not g0 much an 
argument against the policy of such 
franchises as itis against the manner 
in which they are often granted. It is 
easy enough to so qualify the terms of 
a gas franchise as to effectually prevent 
the corporation owning it from levying 
extortionate charges upon consumers; 
and indeed the low price of the various 
kinds of burning fluid now in nsais an 
effectual barrier against au excessive 
price for gas. No private corporation 
would undertake to lay down gas pipes 
generally through thig city, for the dis- 
tances between sidewalks, and between 
buildings, outside ef some half dogen 
blocks, is so magnificent that the en- 
terprise would not pay. Butit would 
pay, besides beinga great public im- 
provement, to light with gas the blocks 
on either side of Hast Temple St., from 
South Temple to Third South street. 
In this-area the buildings are compact, 
and the usésto which many of them 
are put especially require that they 
should be lighted with gas, It fre- 
quently happens that the presentatión 
of plays in the theatre is disagreeably 
marred through the defective mode of 
lighting tho stageJand auditoriam, 
Large halls of any kind can only be 
well lighted by gas. Inu fine, to intro- 
duce gas in the portion of the sity re- 
ferred to, would be a great public and 
private convenience, would pay a hand- 
some profit upon the cost of manufac. 
ture and sale, and ought to be accom- 
plished through some agency.

Singular Self-Starvation, 


New York, 24.—The following singu- 
lar casa of attempted self-starvation is 
teported. Bradley Grant bought a farm 
of 125 acres, fourmlos wost of Bingham- 
ton. He had paid only a small part 
down and farming having beon rather 
unprofitable last year, he lost bis mind 
Five weeks ago he took himself to his 
bed and has since refused to take food 
His wifo has set before him all kinds of 
dishes, but for fiye weeks he has eaten 
nothing excopt an ounco of toast.

bound to hold polygamous marriages 
among the Mormons at the date of our 
treaty with Mexico, and since, valid. 

I now propose to notice the law of 
conquest, or acquisition, as goverved 
by the law of nations. I Jay down the 
Jaw to be that- when a whole nation 1s 
conquered, ant itg territory ceded to 
the conqueror, the laws of the con- 
quered nation remain intact, as well as 
its~whole machinery of government, 
until they are changed, modified, or 
abolished by the conqueror, and where 
a part of its territory with the people 
thercon only are ceded, asın the case 
of Moxico to the United States, then 
that the Jaws and customs-of the con- 
quered government at the date of the 
treaty control the nghts, privileges 
and immunities of the pcople, an 
their relation to each other, until the 

overnment of the conqueror interpose 
its Jaws. (Wheaton, Law of Nations, 
45; 2 Menvale’s English Reports, 156, 
4 Modern English Reports, 222; 1 Ja: 
cob and Walker’s English Reports, 27, 
and note “A.” 

Thon, sir, whether the laws of Mex- 
ico expressly recogmized polygamy, or 
whether they failed io prohibit it at 
the date of the treaty, 13 immaterial. 
In cither case, the law of nations gov- 
erning conquest or acquisition makes 
the polygamous marriages of the Mor 
mons at the dato of the treaty with the 
United States legal and valid. To say 
that had the Mexican laws oxpresaly 
recognized polygamy at the date of the 
treaty we would have been bound undgr 
the law of nations to recognize the pol- 
ygamous marriages of that people then 
existing, and then to say that we are 
not bound to recognize them becavse 
the laws of Mexico did not erpeeay 
recognize them, is, in view of the fact 
that their polygamous marriages were 
known almost over the world at the 
time, but denying justice upon the 
sheerest technicality, and of which any 
lawyer would be ashamed to avail him- 
selfin the courts of our country. Shall 
the legislative and judicial departments 
of our government do that which an 
honorable, high-minded practitioner at 
the bar would scorn to do? 

- England, in dealing with her con- 
quered provinces in India and else- 
where, does not only sustain me in the 
general principlo of the law of nations, 
but as with reference to its special 
application tO polygamy also En- 
land at home is monogamous, while 
ngland abroad, as in India, is polyga- 
mous. Sir, conceding the law of na- 
tions to be as T hava stated, then, out- 
side of and uncontrolled by treaty stip- 
ulations this government had the pow- 
er and right, one year after the date of 
the treaty with Mexico to have prohib- 
ited future polygamous maniages 
among the Mormons Ft failed to do 
1t, but acquiesced jn them uot Jaly 1, 
3862, (and longer, as I will show,) and 
now is taking advantage of its own la- 
ches, of its own criminal neglect, to 
persecuto or tufter that people to be 
persecuted and harassed. 

Mr. Speaker, our neglect to prolib, 
it polygamy among that people for thir- 
teen years nmounts to a confiimation 
of it under the law of nations, In, the 
absence of avil law the Jaw of nature 
and ecclesiastical law controis Suppose 
that we wore to cede that Teriitory to 
England, and the Mormons should re- 
main on it, and we haying recogmzed 
polygamy for thirteen years, would not 
the law .of nations compel England to 
recognize existing mirriages as legal 
and valid? assert most positively 
that it would, and have the example of 
England with her conquered and ceded 
provinces and the decisions of her 
courts already cited to sustain me, 
Shall England be more regardful of 
the obligations imposed upon her by 
the law of nations and public pohcy 
than the United States, or shall Eng- 
land ba more generous and imdulgent 
to her polygamous citizens in India 
than the United States to her polyg- 
amdéus id at Utalt 

Sir, I shall now proceed to another 
point in the line ot my argument The 
treaty to which L havo referred, be- 
tween the United States and Mexico, 
was signed at Guadalupe Hidalgo, 


z | February 20d, 1848. By the provisions 


of that treaty the Mexicans upon the 
ceded territory had one year from its 
date to continue citizens of Mexico,and 
in case of a failure to do so they then 
became citizens of the. United States 
As stated, the United States passed no 
law interfering with polygamy until 
July 1, 1862; and that was against big- 
amy simply, without defining it. 

_ Now, then, I wish to call tho atten- 
tion of gentlemen upon this floor to 
two remarkable phenomena iu the 
history aud legal jurisprudence of our 
government.: 

_ Sir, what law controlled marriages 
in Utah from the date of the treaty up 
to one yéar next thereafter, the time 
when the people became citizens of the 
United States government? Was it 
the law of Mexico or the United States, 


or was it the law of nature or ecclesias- | 93 


tical? . 

From one yonr after the date of the‘ 
treaty up to July 1, 1862, did the civil 
law of the United States, the ecclesias- 
tical, or law of nature control marriages 
in 
, When these questions are answered, 
it seems to me that minds of gentlemen 
will not be free from doubt as to the 
propriety of the present policy pursued 
toward the Mormons. 

From the date of the treaty to the 
expiration of one year thereafter they 
must bo regarded as in a transition 
state, and without ‘civil law. Erom 
one year after the date of the trenty 
to July 1, 1862, they must be regarded 
as without soy lawy upon the subject-of 
marriage other thah their own ecclesi- 
astical law, 

If the ecclesiastical law of the Mor- 
mons did net control marriages from 
the date of the treaty to the expiration 
of one year thereafter, then monogam- 
ous marriages during that period were 
invalid, as also from tho expiration of 
the one year next after tho treaty up 
to July 1, 186l,and in fact to the 
present day, for none but ecclesiastical 
marriages have been celebrated among 
the Mormons. 

If we have to trace monogamous 
marriages during those periods to. the 
ecclesiastical law for validity, why not 
polygamous? Ifthe monogamous are 
not valid, then we should validate 
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can be no.question; and thatthe tmbes 
to which the Indians belonged involved 
in the decisions of the supreme courts 
of Alabama, Tennessee, and Missouri, 
allowed marriages m their character, 
polygamous, 1s sustained by history 
and the facts developed in those cases, 

The savages are a law unto them- 
selves, The Mormons, ng.to marriage, 
have been a law unto themselves If 
the marriages under the law of nature 
among the savages are regarded as 
legal and valid by our courts, why 
not treat the marriages under the law 
of nature among the Mormons with 
like iwpartiahty? Whether, then, re- 
garded as marriages under the law of 
nature, or the ecclesiastical or law of 
conquest, or the Æx loci contractus, 
pey must bo held to be legal and 
valid.
